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REMARKS 

This Reply is in response to the Office action issued on November 26, 2010. Claims 16 
and 28 have been amended. Applicant respectfiiUy requests examiner reconsider the amendment 
and response submitted herein. The Examiner specifically points to claim 28 and the amendment 
made therein as objectionable. To fiirther prosecution of the present application. Applicant has 
amended claim 28, resubmits amendments to the claims and respectfully requests the Examiner 
pass the application to issue. 

I. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, Second Paragraph 

The rejection of claims 16-18, 65, 67, and 68 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention, is maintained by Examiner. 

Claim 16 has been amended per the Examiner's recommendation. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfiilly requests that the Examiner withdraw the rejection. 

II. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, First Paragrapli 

The rejection of claims 16-18,28-30, and 69 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, has 
been maintained by Examiner for reasons of record. 

Although Applicant's do not acquiesce to the basis of the rejections. Applicant has 

limited the scope of the claims to breast cancer per Examiner's recommendation. Therefore, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw the rejection.
